Guthrie. Ok., Feb. IS.—W. Ii. Mur­ 
ray of Tishomingo, Speaker 
of 
the 
house of representatives, today made 
the following statem ent to the de­ 
mocracy of Oklahoma, dealing with the 
selection of delegates to the national 
convention, a t the Muskogee conven­ 
tion next Saturday: 
"A sufficient number 
of 
instruc­ 
tions have been made for me to elect 
me one of the four de legates-at-large 
to the national convention, and in that 
connection I hope to see Joe Simpson, 
state democratic chairm an, elected as 
one of the four, although he has not 
in any sense put himself in the a tti-! 
tude of being a candidate. Thompson 
took the party when it had a record 
to defend, with prejudice growing out 
of divided counties, with more ambi­ 
tious towns for county seats, with 
the democracy divided into three fac­ 
tions, and won last fall by an Increas­ 
ed majority of 30,000. 
“I have heard much talk since Sat­ 
urday’s prim aries in favor of elect­ 
ing eight delegates instead of four to 
go to Denver. This is done to enable 
political enemies to be sent to Den­ 
ver and would mean that when we 
reach there four only would be seated. 
It would not look right for me to take 
a back seat and let four associates cast 
the vote, nor would It look right for 
them to take a back seat, since all 
would have been elected by the de­ 
mocracy of the state. 
''I do not want to be a delegate un­ 
less I can have a full vote and be a 
delegates equal to any other lo that 
convention; nor do I want on the dele­ 
gation political enemies which 
this 
movement would surely put there, be­ 
cause the national convention will seat 
but four delegates. I am relying on my 
friends to defeat this movement and 
elect delegates not only from thty 
suite at large, but from every con­ 
gressional district, who are for the 
Oklahoma policies and for the Oklaho­ 
ma administration. 
No delegate who 
can

support 
these 
principles 
should be sent. I am sure the Musko­ 
gee convention will look at the m atter 
in this light and not attem pt to hamp­ 
er the real friends of Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma policies by putting enemies 
on the delegation.”

Columbus, Ohio, Fob. 18.—in an ad­ 
dress on the need of a bank inspection 
and regulation Law, before an audience 
that filled the hall of the bouse of 
representatives this 
afternoon, 
Wil­ 
liam Jennings Bryan chargfd that the 
big banks of the country are opposing 
the enactm ent of adequate state and 
national laws for bank inspection, reg­ 
ulation and deposit guarantees. 
Bryan referred to his unsuccessful 
attempts to get through the National 
congress and his own state legislature 
bank regulation bills. He disclaimed 
credit for originating the plan of guar­ 
anteeing bank deposits. He said the 
big banks of the country caused their 


Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 18.—Both houses 
today adopted conference reports upon 
the house bill granting authority to 
the governor to have investigated the 
accounts of Oklahoma Territory for 
which $5,000 ie appropriated, and the 
house and senate bill for grand and 
petit juries. 
In the latter the district 
and not the -county judges are to se­ 
lect the grand jury commissioners. Tho 
qualifications for jury service was left 
practically as it now reads in the Ok­ 
lahoma law, the educational clause re­ 
quiring that the juror be able to read 
or write English or Indian being elim­ 
inated. 
The house passed finally the bill by 
Senator Brook for the incorporation 
tor cities of the first class, and increas 
ed the number of 
petitioners 
upon 
which the governor shall cal! an elec­ 
tion from 25 to 35 per cent. 
An ef­ 
fort was made to have members of the 
school boards elected from towns at 
large Instead of from wards, because 
it was feared some city wards might 
elect negro members. The question of 
separate schools for whites and ne­ 
groes worked into the argum ent and 
Mr. Jones (republican) from Oklaho­ 
ma City reminded the majority that 
Oklahoma already 
had 
a 
separate 
school law .passed by a republican leg­ 
islature and signed by a republican 
governor. 
Final passage was obtained upon the 
senate resolution asking the federal 
government to furnish free to the state 
all field notes of Oklahoma taken by 
the geological 
surveys, 
and 
those 
0 
made under the direction of the Dawes 
commission, for the use of county sur­ 
veyors. 
The latter will 
include 
the 
surveys of the Five Civilised nations; 
also, 
the 
senate 
bill 
authorizing 
boards of county 
commissioners 
to 
leave public buildings to the state or 
to the federal government and legaliz­ 
ing the lease for the Logan county 
building now* occupied by the state ad­ 
ministration. 
Tbs general appropriation bill was 
completed by the house this afternoon 
and will be finally passed tomorrow. 
Additions made to the bill today were 
an assistant labor commissioner at $1- 
500, stenographer at $900 and conting­ 
ent expenses $2,000 per year. \ labor 
statistician at $1,800 was defeated. The 
commissioner of charities and correc­ 
tions was given $1,000 addition for 
contingent and traveling expenses. 
The senate finally' passed the house 
bill by Mr. Ratliff for the transfer of 
indictments for misdemeanors to court 
having jurisdiction: the bill by Sena­ 
tor Taylor requiring a letter of dis­ 
charge for employes and the payment 
of wages due at the termination of ser­ 
vice and to prevent the blacklisting of 
employes; the bill by Senator Echols 
declaring streets not vacated by the 
commissioners to be public highways; 
the bill by S< nator Moore appropriat­ 
ing $200,000 additional for contingent 
expenses and per diem of the legisla­ 
ture, and the pure food bill by Sena­ 
tor Williams.

It is all folly expecting 
clean food in a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 
Never put a wall coating on 
a 
kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue in it, o r sour 
milk in it if mixed with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses’ hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not indicate good housekeeping. 
The 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall­ 
ing into the food and the idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses’ 
hoofs is not appetizing. 
Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat­ 
isfactory should be alabastined the 
same as every other wall 
in 
the 
louse. 
They should be coated regu­ 
larly in the spring and fall of each 
year with a light tint. 
The care of the pantry 
requires 
constant attention. 
The walls should 
be brushed over every 
year, 
the 
dishes removed 
from 
the 
shelves 
which should be thoroughly 
wiped 
with hot water. 
If there are ant 
holes or any other insects in the pan­ 
tries a thick putty of the wall coat­ 
ing can be made and all the ant holes, 
even small mice holes can be filled 
with it which will protect the pantry 
from the incursions of disagreeable 
insects and mice.

Women Speculators in Wall street. 
The number of wonieti speculators is 


amazingly large—much larger 
than 


even the ordinary Wall street habitue 
•would imagine. It is not commonly 
known, but it is a fact that many 
brokerage houses maintain private 
rooms for their 
womeu customers, 


with more often than not, private en- 
trances. There are several reasons 
Tor this. One is that many women who 
speculate do so secretly, without the 
knowledge of their family, their rela- 
tives or their friends. On this account 
they desire privacy, desire to move 
and have their Wall street being un- 
known. Another reason, says W. R. 
Givens, in the World To-Day, Is that 
the broker himself desires it, princi- 
pally, be it confessed, because he is 
anxious that if there be any "scenes" 
they shall be private ones, "far from 
the madding crowd's ignoble strife"— 
•and sight. For truth compels the 
statement that women are poorer los- 
ers than men. It is the testimony of 
conservative brokers that a woman 
gambler Is much more of a gambler 
'than a man—much more, that is, in ab- 
sorbing tenactousness and almost vin- 
dtctlveness. She seems to be' carried 
out of and beyond herself to a degree 
that becomes uncomfortably disquiet- 
ing when she loses. Even when she is 
a winner and, as I have said, the pro- 
portion of winners to losers among 
women Is about one to twenty, there 
seems to be in her satisfaction a kind 
of maliciousness that is not good to 
see.

Rev- 
olution is to be discouraged, and one 
republic is not to be even neutral 
when a revolt breaks out in an 
ad- 


joining country, but is to be actively 
hostile. 
No republic Is to recognize 


as president of another republic any 
man who has not reached the position 
by the ordinary method of a regular 
election. 


One of the reasons why "collecting" 


appeals to so many persons, of such 
different temperament and position, is 
undoubtedly the element ot chance in 
it—the possibility of coming unexpect 
edly upon some great treasure. 
The 


matter Is well illustrated by the story 
of a postage stamp which has just 
been added to a famous western 
col- 


lection. The stamp is what Is known 
as a "postmaster's provisional," and 
was issued in Alexandria, Va., in 1847. 
Three or 
four copies of the 
same 


stamp, printed on buff paper, were al 
ready known, but this one is printed 
on blue, and is unique. The stamp was 
on an old letter which had been pre 
served merely for family associations. 
The owner of it chanced to show it to 
a New York collector, who was honest 
enough to tell her that it was of con- 
siderable value. Another collector, an 
old friend of the family, offered $200 
for it; 
but the family 
lawyer sue 


ceeded in selling it for $4,000. Pack- 
ages of old letters sometimes, although 
aot often, become magic purses. 


That decision of Lord Curzon, lately 


viceroy of India, to enter the house of 
lords because his physician says he 
cannot stand the strenuous duties of 
membership In the popular branch of 
the British parliament is something 
that cuts both ways. Interpreted in 
the way which most will be inclined to 
accept, it means that life in the lords 
la "easy," so far as political effort is 
concerned, and when a man goes there 
}t is rather for rest than for work. It 
will not be remarkable if those who 
are so strongly opposed to the main- 
tenance of the house of lords as a 
legislative body and check upon the 
house of commons shall find an ef- 
fective argument in this incident. If 
the upper house is so useless why tol- 
erate it? A good many Englishmen 
will probably reason after that fash- 
Ion.

Clean* Walls Are an Euentlal to 


Sanitary Cooking. 


It Is not only important to know 


how to cook, but it Is equally Impor- 
tant to know where to cook. Cook- 
Ing in a dirty kitchen can never pro- 
duce good food. The idea la simply 
preposterous, yet kitchen walls are 
left for months—sometimes for year* 
without cleansing. 


In the first place the kitchen wall 


should have a light tint that the mer- 
est fleck of dirt can be seen; that the 
sheerest 
cobweb can 
be brushed 


away; that the tiniest water bug can 
b« discerned. It is all folly expecting 
clean food in a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 
. 


Never put a wall coating on 
a 


kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue in it, or sour 
milk in it if mixed with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses' hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not indicate good housekeeping. The 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall- 
ing into the food and the idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses' 
hoofs is not appetizing. 


Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat- 


isfactory should be alabastined 
the 


same as every other wall in tbe 
house. They should be coated regu- 
larly in the spring and fall of each 
year with a light tint. 


The care of the pantry 
requires 


constant attention. The walls should 
be brushed over every 
year, 
the 


dishes removed from 
the 
shelves 


which, should be thoroughly 
.wiped 


with hot water. 
If there are ant 


holes or any other insects in the pan- 
tries a thick putty of the wall coat- 
ing can be made and all the ant holes, 
even small mice holes can be filled 
with it which will protect the pantry 
from the incursions of disagreeable 
insects and mice.

Clean* Walls Are an Eaaentli! to 


Sanitary Cooking. 


It Is not only important to know 


how to cook, but it Is equally Impor- 
tant to know where to cook. 
Cook- 


ing; in a dirty kitchen can neve'r pro- 
duce good food. The idea is simply 
preposterous, yet kitchen walls are 
left for months—sometimes for year* 
without cleansing. 


In the first place the kitchen wall 


should have a light tint that the mer- 
est fleck of dirt can be seen; that the 
sheerest cobweb can 
be brushed 


away; that the tiniest water bug can 
b» discerned. It is all folly expecting 
clean food In a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 
( 
Never put a wall coating on 
a 


cltchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue in it, or sour 
milk in it if mixed with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses' hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not indicate good housekeeping, The 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall- 
ng Into the food and the idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses' 
loots is not appetizing. 


Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat- 


sfactory should be alabastined the 
ame as every other wall in 
the 


louse. They should be coated regu- 
arly in the spring and fall of each 
ear with a light tint.
